Weekly Review 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


The last week of the year 1908 has been marked with 
happenings that spread terror and dread throughout the world 
—wars and rumors of wars, earthquakes, volcanic erruptions 
and tidal waves—making a harvest of death that has not been 
paralleled in history. There have been the false prophets to 
foretell the end of the world, and although they have promised 
this consummation before the end of the year 1908, and have 
been derided because of the failure to materialize, there are 
many timid people who have viewed these dire happenings with 
awe and wonder. 

The sympathy of the world has been rightly called forth 
towards Sicily in her misfortunes, for the caiamity has indeed 
been a terrible one. When we consider that the borders of that 
island have been so altered that the maps of that country will 
have to be changed, we can form some slight idea of the 
upheaval nature there underwent. The terror of the unfortu- 
nate inhabitants can only be surmised, when they felt the earth 
rock, saw the volcano burst forth into flame and the sea come 
rushing over them. If they thought the prophecy of the false 
prophets was coming true, we cannot blame them, for it must 
have seemed the end of the world had come. Thousands have 
been killed and hundreds of thousands made homeless, and in 
the advanced state of civilization the world now enjoys every 
nation should rush to the succor of these unfortunates. 

If canned goods packers were but organized, as were the 
cotton growers a few years ago, when they burned thousands 
of bales of cotton in order to bring the market to a basis above 
actual cost, they would here find a splendid opportunity to rid 
the market of all oversupply of canned goods, and at the same 
time do a most laudable act towards the hungry and destitute 
of that stricken land. Such goods would carry safely and be a 
welcome addition to the food supplies which other countries will 
certainly send there. We do not doubt but steamship com- 
panies would offer free transportation for -all such goods if a 
committee could arrange to take such offerings and handle the 


— 
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matter in a businesslike way. And we are more than half 
inclined to think that every individual canner holding goods of 
any kind would be willing to contribute a good portion to the 
lot. A small offering from every canner in this way, on all 
lines of goods, would reduce the total holdings in existence con- 
siderably, and the donors would find they received full value 
for them in the advances forced on the remaining goods. All 
such a movement needs is the proper head, and a general call 
for such goods, and who is the one who would not contribute a 
few cases? 


Looked at in another light, as a purely commercial deal, it 
would form the finest kind of an advertisement for American 
canned goods, and the men of that industry. This question of 
the best method of advertising canned goods has been aggitat- 
ing the industry for some time, and here is a solution that will 
work a benefit any way it is looked at. Could you wish better? 
But if it is to be done it must be at once, or the relief will come 
too late. 


We will be pardoned for referring to a matter so foreign to 
canned goods and its market as an earthquake and its awful 
toll of life, but it is easily the most important event of the week, 
and if our suggestion can find lodgment in good soil and bring 
forth good fruit, even those who wish to know nothing but 
market gossip will be satisfied, we feel certain, particularly 
when market gossip is an unknown quantity this week in the 
canned goods world. 


As might be expected, the week in canned goods has been 
very dull, dead, we should say, with hardyly anything transpir- 
ing for immediate business, but there has been considerable 
inquiry for goods to be delivered when Father Time turns the 
leaf for another year. In this respect the market looks quite 
bright, but it is also noticeable that these inquiries tend mostly 
towards cheap goods—tomatoes below 7oc., and other goods in 
proportion. But the evidence is unmistakable, that jobbers and 
retailers actually need the goods, are down to their lowest ebb 
and-must replenish, and this makes the future bright. Just 
when the upward turn to the market will definitely set i svery 
hard to say, for it is governed by circumstances which it is im- 
possible to foresee; but based upon past experience, or as the 
race course man says, by past performances, the advance should 
be near at hand. And this applies to all lines. 


Canners from every section report to us that they are ship- 
ping out little or nothing, and have done so for the past month. 
They naturally look for a turn in this condition and expect to 
get busy shortly after the turn of the year. Business in other 
lines seems to be picking up very satisfactorily, and retail 
merchants report that Christmas business is very good. This 
has put large sums of money into active circulation, which can- 
not but benefit things generally, and canned goods must feel the 
benefits as well as the other lines. 


The canners show their confidence in the holdings by gener- 
ally refusing to consider prices below 7oc. for tomatoes, 60c. for 
corn, or 8o0c. for peas, and in fact much higher figures are named 
by many of them. If this buying does set in, as it would seem 
it must, there is good ground for the belief that higher figures 
will be realized. There are no changes to note in any article; 
and what is true of canned goods is also true of canners’ metals 
and the supplies used by canners. 


New Y ork Market 


Peported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


NeEw York, Dec. 30.—Holiday week is always more or less 
disappointing in New York. Virtually the only business any- 
one gets is the little pick-ups that come from buyers who have 
run out and are forced to replenish stocks to keep their custom- 
ers satisfied. The outlook indicates practically no change in 
the near future. What may come later no one can say and few 
are anxious to predict. The figures for the year are not com- 
pleted at this writing, but from what can be seen it looks as 
though 1908 had been a seasonably good year after all. It has 
had its disappointments and business has not developed booms 
in either expected or unexpected directions, but something has 
been going on all the time and the totals are respectable enough 
to make dealers forget in a way the difficulties with which they 
have been beset for the past twelve months. 

The situation offers much of promise after a season of dis- 
couragement which has made more than one firm worry. But 
that is all passed, and everyone is looking forward to an active 
and prosperous New Year, and that is the wish the writer of 
these notes leaves with you. 

Corn.—State holders are a shade firmer on fancy grades, 
and small lots have changed hands at 85c., delivered, in a small 
way. Some of these lots are said to be particularly good, too. 
Ordinary standards are offered with considerable freedom and 
one sale was made at 67%4c., delivered. Maine fancy 1s held at 
8oc. to 85c. f. o. b. Portland, and one or two relatively small 
sales have been made at g5c., delivered here. Ordinary Maine 
corn is held at 7oc. to 75c., f. o. b. factory. Southern Maine 
style is fairly steady as quoted, prices covering a wide range, 
from 62%4c. to 7oc., f.0. b. factory. Holders are confident that 
improvement in demand will follow the opening of the spring 
campaign. 

Tomatoes.—The market is fairly steady on standard grades, 
witk quotations rauging from 67%c. to 7oc., regular terms, 
f. o. b. factory. Packers are apparently less determined to sell, 
and improvement is expected after the inventory period is over. 
Ordinary quality gallons are easy, but no one seems particularly 
anxious to sell, consequently the situation offers some compen- 
sations. No. 2s are easy, but sales are not urged, hence 
improvement may reasonably be expected. It is reported here 
that a good many cars have been picked up recently for Western 
account. It is understood that Western buyers have been more 
or less busy picking up lots which were offered at what seemed 
to them low prices. 

Peas.—Futures are offered in a small way, but few buyers 
are taking hold. It is likely that not much buying will be done 
until after the inventory season is over. Wisconsin packers 
have not yet named prices for 1909. Cheap grades are being 
picked up on the spot at all sorts of prices, none of them very 
profitable. The situation is puzzling but in a general way is 
irregular and easy. 

Beans.—Strings are attracting a shade more attention at 
quotations, but business is chiefly in small lots and principally 
to satisfy immediate requirements. 

Asparagus.—The local market is strong and best green 
stock is held at full outside figures. Some buying for shipment 
from the Coast is reported. Packers are strong and refuse to 
make concessions. 

Peaches.— While spot holders are steady, the market is dull 
and some pressure to sell California stock is noted. Southern 
grades are unchanged, but interest is light. 

Apricots.—Holders are steady, but it would probably be

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possible to buy at concessions on firm offer. Most holders could 
be induced by the exertion of a bit of pressure to part with their 
goods. 

Cherries.—The market is weak, and strong pressure to sell 
is reported from the Coast. Considerable stock is said to be in 
transit from the Coast by water. Oregon cherries are suffering 
from pressure to sell by second hands and quotations are 
nominal. 

Apples.—Spot gallons are firmly held for State packing, 
with $2.50 to $2.60 quoted here. Other varieties attract no 
attention. 

Pineapples.—A moderate demand is noted, with the market 
ashade easy. Singapores move out under some pressure to fell, 
though quotations are unchanged. HUuDSON. 


Chicago Market. 


SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE TO ‘‘ THE TRADE.”’ 


CHICAGO, Dec. 30, 1908. 

Weather.—Clear, cold, bright weather has prevailed all 
during holiday week. 

Usual Conditions.—The people during this appetizing 
and exhilerating weather are probably eating lots and quantities 
of canned ‘goods, but retail dealers have not been buying any, 
for they have been too busy buying and selling bully weather, 
bunches of mistletoe, Christmas trees, small wax candles, paper 
tinsel and other concomitants of the holiday week. 

Trade Winds Approaching.— Keep your eye on the 
horizon, however, as there will be acanned goods movement 
before long that will surprise the fellows who are now whistling 
for a breeze. Stocks are very low in the hands of retailers and 
jobbers and times are improving right along. 

New Years Tidings.—The big steel works at Gary, Illi- 
nois, just south of Chicago, will begin operations January ist, 
1909, and will gradually employ a host of men. Its completion 
was dedicated last week. Ina year, or a little more past, a city 
of 50,000 people has sprung into existence on the sand dunes of 
Lake Michigan, as if by the power of Aladdin and his magical 
lamp. A great harbor for ships has been constructed and vessels 
laden with iron ore from the Lake Superior regions are arriving 
constantly. This ore will be converted in Gary’s great furnaces 
into steel and rolled and molded in Gary’s great mills into rail- 
road rails and structural steel. Other great factories all through- 
out the United States will reopen and others will increase their 
force of workmen and the tide of industry and prosperity will 
gradually, but surely begin to rise and keep rising. I hold that 
we are going to have a long and uninterrupted period of steady, 
sane and conservative prosperity. The power granted to the 
Treasurer of the United States by the last Congress to permit 
banks to deposit all bonds of approved securities, even commer- 
cial paper, as a basis for currency circulation, in my opinion, 
absolutely makes another panic impossible. 

Carnegie Right.—In his testimony before the committee 
on Tariff Revision Andrew Carnegie said that the stock and op- 
tion gamblers were the worst class of citizens we had in this 
country and he was right. The common cheat and gambler in- 
jures but a few people and usually in a small way but the option 
dealer and gambler constantly degrades, demoralizes and de- 
credits the entire industrial organization of the world. 

The panic which we have just passed through was almost 
solely attributable to the manipulations of Wall Street and to 
the looting of banks, trust companies and insurance companies 
by Wall Street operators. So it is with grain, provisions and 
some other articles whereon the markets are absolutely at the 
mercy of option gamblers and without reliable stability on that 
account. Fortunately Canned Goods so far have been kept out 
of that blighting and demoralizing influence. Lets keep on 
keeping them out of it. 

Canned Tomatoes.—The market is quiet with but little 
perceptable movement. Stocks in jobbers hands in Chicago at 
present are ample as quite considerable quantities of eanned 
goods of all descriptions are held over as surplus on deliveries 
where amounts contracted for by jobbers were not sold for future 
delivery and are held for Spring sale. Then brokers are holding 


some tomatoes and corn on consignment in Chicago warehouses 
on which money has been advanced. These goods are being 
held for an advance and are not being urged upon the market. 

Canned Corn is in about the same situation in the market 
as is tomatoes, except that there appears to be a feeling on the 


part of buyers and dealers that the pack of corn is larger than 
reported, nothing authentic having been given out, and that 
the sale of canned corn so far has been small, leaving a heavier 
stock in first hands than can be disposed of during the spring 
and early summer months. Having no inside informaton on 
this subject, I cannot reassure prospective buyers. Somebody 
who does know the true situation ought to have something to 
say on the subject, provided the statistical position is strong 
and encouraging, otherwise buying is going to continue in the 
100-case-lot way for jobbers and the 10-case-lot way for retailers 
until the next pack comes along and afterward. 

Canned Peas.—It would seem that prices are unimproved 
and that cheap goods are all the grades that are selling just at 
present. This may improve soon and probably will. I do not 
think that the stocks of peas are heavy in jobbers’ hands and 
I know that retailers are not at all heavily stocked. Packers 
are complaining of the scarcity of seed peas and the almost abso- 
lute inability to buy any except at fancy prices. 

Good Advertising Medium.—Judging from the number 
of friendly and encouraging letters I have received in response 
to my last week’s communication of New Year Greetings to the 
trade and a notice of a business change I had made, THE TRADE 
must be a powerfully potent advertising medium and must be 
carefully read by good people everywhere throughout this big 
country.

News Of The Freight-Rate War And Other Items Of Interest. 


SAN FRANcISCcO, CAL., Dec. 26, 1908. 

Never before in the history of the State has a plan been 
undertaken so daiing and gigantic as that adopted by the ship- 
pers’ executive committee to resist the threat of the trans-conti- 
nental railroads tapping this district to put into effect a general 
increase in eastbound freight rates to commence January I. 
Meetings have been held between the representatives of the 
shippers and the officials of the railroads, but nothing has trans- 
pired that would tend to give color to the belief that there would 
be any change in the proposed plan. The entire State is becom- 
ing aroused over the situation, and from the fruit growing dis- 
tricts especially are coming reports of meetings held with the 
idea of formulating plans to work in harmony with the San 
Francisco commercial organizations which have commenced the 
fight. Plans are being made for a gigantic co-operative mass 
meeting to be held throughout the State on December 30, and 
almost every town and city has already announced its decision 
to participate in the movement. Never before in the history of 
the State has public opinion been aroused to such a pitch as it 
has been over the proposed raise in freight rates, meaning as it 
does an annual tax of approximately $10,000,000 to the pro- 
ducers of California. Never before have the interests of can- 
nerymen in the State reached such a common level, and with- 
out an exception they are all working to defeat the proposed 
change. The traffic bureau, organized some time ago by the 
members of the Merchants Exchange, is very active in the fight 
and has just announced that it has made the selection of a man- 
ager to lead the fight for it. The offer of this position has been 
made to William R. Wheeler, assistant secretary of Commerce 
and Labor at Washington, and it is considered likely that he 
will accept as the new position carries with it a salary of $15,000 
a year for a term of three years. Wheeler at-present is getting 
but $5,000, and the opportunity of trebling his income as well 
as returning to his old home in San Francisco is believed to 
have been sufficiently alluring to him to cause him to sever his 
official connection in Washington. . Mr. Wheeler has had much 
experience in traffic matters on this coast, and will come into 
the field well equipped for the work. For many years he was 
general manager for Holbrook, Merrill & Stetson, who operate 
a large can factory here as well as conduct a wholesale hard- 
ware business. While in that capacity he furnished the Inter- 
state Commerce Con.mission with a vast amount of information 
on trans-continental rates. Cannerymen and others more or 
less interested in the industry are sending letters and telegrams 
to Senators Perkins and Flint, and the California members of 
the House, urging them to support the proposed amendment to 
the interstate law which is fathered by Senator Fulton of 
Oregon. At the present time if a railroad wants to increase a 
rate it must give the Interstate Commerce Commission thirty 
days notice. Not until the advanced rate becomes effective can 
the commission hear evidence as to its reasonableness and order 
it reduced or cancelled. By the Fulton amendment the com- 
niission can take testimony about the propriety of the increased 
rate and order it reduced or cancelled before the expiration of 
the thirty days. 

According to an order made recently by Judge Wolverton in 
the United States District Court at Portland, Ore., the Oregon 
fishermen who had done work for A. Booth & Co., of Chicago, 
who filed a petition in bankruptcy in September, must be paid 
wages due, aggregating something like $24,000. A. Booth & Co. 
have a subsidiary branch at Astoria, where the fishermen were 


counsel for the creditors of the bankrupt firm, who wanted the 
fishermen paid from the assets before recognizing the right of 
Receiver Chalmers, who was appointed by the II]linois courts. 
Property valued at $120,000 is owned by A. Booth & Co. in 
Oregon, and it was stated by the petitioners that unless the 
demands of the skilled laborer were recognized, they would stop 
work for the firm and the company property in that State would 
suffer as a consequence. 

The demand for clams along the Coast has grown so in the 
past few years that the supply has become very limited and a 
closed season is now being agitated in many counties. It was 
argued a short time ago that the inroads of the canneries were 
responsible for the rapid disappearance of these shell fish, and 
restrictions were placed in effect in many places that practically 
put a stop to canning operations. Since then the demand for 
the fresh article has grown so that it has been deemed advisable 
to close the market entirely. Two canneries formerly operated 
at Pismo Beach, in San Luis Obispo County and put up large 
packs, but only small quantities of juice have been canned for 
several years, and this finds a ready market at home. 

The Monterey Packing Company has just about finished the 
season’s pack and within a few days the plant will be closed and 
the only work done will be the labeling of the output and mak- 
ing it ready for distribution. The pack of mackerel has been 
much larger than ever before, but is meeting with a good 
demand and will be disposed of before the end of the spring 
season from present indications. 

John H. Spohn, one of the leading merchandise brokers of 
the city, has disposed of his business here and has accepted the 
position of general manager of the Pacific Coast Condensed 
Milk Company, manufacturers of Carnation milk, with head- 
quarters in Seattle.

Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 


Various Sections and Their Comments. 


Philadelphia. 


Tomatoes are still showing some weakness and plenty can be bought 
at 67%c. Unless the demand springs up far beyond the present volume, 
there seems to be no hope for tomato prices. Corn is dull at ruling prices. 
Peas are unchanged and quiet. Peaches are unchanged and dull. Apples 
are quoted at $2.50 for anything good in New York State gallons and the 
demand is light. California canned goods are quiet and inclined to be 
easy. Small Baltimore canned goods are dull and unchanged.—Gvocery 
World. 


Chicago. 


It is the usual thing for trade in ordinary canned goods staples to fall 
off somewhat this time of year, but demand during the past week has been 
no more slack than is ordinarily expected in December. Canned tomatoes 
are selling fairly well at about steady prices and there is ground for believ- 
ing that prices will stiffen up when demand becomes better, which it is 
expected to do before long. Corn is another staple article of canned goods 
which will strengthen and probably advance in price when demand gets 
better. Corn is in stronger shape statistically than for several years and 
the conditions warrant the belief that prices are destined to go higher. 
Canned peas are steady. Demand is better than for some of the other 
staples. There is a relatively better sale of low grades than fancy peas, 
and the low grades are not in as large supply as some time ago. There is 
a demand for canned asparagus and the market is strong. Sales of medium 
and lower grades have been quite active. Reports from the Pacific Coast 
indicate a stronger market for the extra standards and extra grades of 
lemon cling peaches, also apricots, as the supplies of these are reported 
limited and the demand relatively good. Other canned peaches are in fair 
request at steady prices. There are not many Michigan peaches left now. 
Prices on canned pineapple, an article which is more popular with con- 
sumers now than ever before, are firm. Canned berries of all kinds are 


firm in price because of the limited supply. Prices on canned salmon and 
domestic sardines are firm, due to the strong statistical position of both 
these items. Imported canned sardines are very strong, owing to scarcity, 
Canned lobster is firm at unchanged prices. There is a demand for cove 
oysters at not quotable change.—Grocers’ Criterion. 


St. Louis. 


Jobbers say that the holiday trade of 1908 was all they expected and 
shows up better all along the line than a year ago. The orders show that 
conditions are better than in December, 1907, and that the prospects for 
the coming year are bright. Few of the retailers, both city or country, 
are overloaded with stock, and there must be some active buying in the 
near future in order to provide for absolute necessities. There is practi- 
cally no change in the canned goods market. In general the goods are 
moving slowly, but with small stocks and a demand which must be met. 
Tomatoes are moving only in small quantities these days and the quota- 
tions are ssill ranging from 87%c. to goc. in this market for strictly 
standard goods. More attention to quality continues to be paid by the 
retailers, Corn is attracting rather more attention, but the buying is 
desultory and the figures are unchanged at from 85c. to goc., according to 
brand and quality. The cheaper goods are being overlooked. Peas are 
going at from goc. to $1.00 for early Junes, with a trifle better demand 
than a week ago. Red kidney beans continue to be fair sellers, with the 
prices unchanged since last report.— Zhe Interstate Grocer. 


Montreal, Can. 

Dealers report fruit and vegetables in good demand. Fish lines are 
not quite as active, with the exception of salmon, as they have been for 
some time. Canned meats are selling better, although there remains 
plenty of room for improvement still in these lines. 


Toronto, Can. 


Business in peas, corn and tomatoes continues surprisingly good, 
though other lines are rather neglected this week. The steadily continued 
demand seems to be due to the fact that retailers bought less heavily on 
futures than formerly. The lower prices this year are having a stimulating 
effect on consumption.—Canadian Grocer. 


London, England. 


Salmon,—Alaska is a very firm market and available spot stocks are in 
short supply. There has been more demand for British 1-lb. flats and this 
has tended to reveal the fact that stocks on the spot are smaller than was

Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—Trade has been very good, considering the time of the year 
and the proximity of Christmas, and, judging by the urgeucy of many of 
the despatch instructions received in Liverpool, it looks as if stocks in the 
country are exceedingly small and that buyers are just taking their 
requirements from hand to mouth. Alaska is, if anything, better than 
last week and 1-lb. flats are decidedly stronger, quite 6d. per case more 
money being asked. Sardines rather quiet. Tomatoes quiet at last week’s 
quotations. Canned fruits very good, there being a continuous demand 
for apricots, pears and peaches.—Gvocers’ Gazette. 


Importing At Nicaragua. 
Fees for Analysis of Imported Foods and Drugs. 


Consul Jose de Olivares transmits a copy and a translation of 
the contract entered into by the Nicaraguan Government and a 
private party for the establishment of a chemical laboratory for 
the analysis of imported foeds and drugs. The contract was 
entered into in conformity with the provisions of the decree of 
April 6 prohibiting the importation of adulterated foods and 
drugs, published in the ‘‘ Daily Consular and Trade Reports’’ of 
June 19, 1908. The principal provisions of the contract are 
described by the consul: ; 


According to the principal specifications of the contract, the office 
referred to ‘‘will be provided with a complete chemical laboratory, which 
will be managed by a competent chemist,’’ and ‘‘the Government will not 
admit of entry through the custom-houses of the country any article of 
food, mineral waters, wines, beers, liquors, patent medicines or medica- 
ments in general, unless the custom-house declaration be accompanied 
with a certificate of the general bureau of chemical analysis, if there exists 
no copy of said certificate in the respective custom-houses.”’ 

The foregoing provision relative to the required certificates will take 
effect, according to the interval of 180 days specified in the contract, on 
April 18, 1909. 

The office ‘* will issue the respective certificates to the manufacturers 
and their agents and to exporters or commission-houses and will send a 
copy to every custom-house of the country, so that the parties interested 
may send the respective samples for analysis, paying fees in conformity 
with the following tariff, in American gold:

‘Only the certifications issued by the general bureau of chemical analy- 
sis will have legal force as long as this contract lasts.”’ 

The term of the contract is five years, and it is stipulated that the 
office therein provided for must be established within four months, counted 
from August 28, 1908. The holder of the contract is granted the right to 
transfer the same to a third party. 

Samples sent to be analyzed, as well as all the apparatus, machinery, 
chemical supplies, etc., necessary for the equipment of the laboratory, are 
to be admitted free of duty. 


Louisville, Ky.—The Ladago Canning Company was awarded judgment 
for one cent against the Corydon Canning Company at the termination of 
the suit recently. This is really a verdict in favor of the defendent, as the 
plaintive must pay the cost. The suit was brought upon the failure of the 
Corydon Company to deliver canned tomatoes as contracted.

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Annual Meeting of the Missouri Central 
Canners Association. 


Held At Jefferson City, Mo., December 15, 1908. 


When the Annual Meeting of the Missouri Central Canners Associ- 
ation was called to order by T. W. Wade in the Central Hotel, at Jefferson 
City, Mo., Tuesday morning, December 15, some twenty odd canners had 
assembled.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The meeting was called to order by the President. The following 
officers were elected for the ensuing year: Hon, T. W. Wade, Springfield, 
Mo., President; J. L. Ritchie, Eugene, Mo., Vice-President; Eugene 
Simpson, Eugene, Mo., Secretary and Treasurer. 

Mr. Wade then delivered an address of acceptance, giving a short 
history of the canning industry throughout the State of Missouri during 
the past twenty odd years of his experience.

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British Columbia Canners’ Association Formed. 


The British Columbia Canners’ Association, mooted last spring before 
the fishing season opened, and discussed among the canners during the 
summer and fall, has become an actuality. This Association will embrace 
practically every cannery man on the Coast of British Columbia, and it 
will take up the work of protecting the interests of the salmon packers 
where the Fraser River Canners’ Association will leave off. The latter 
Association will quietly pass out of existence, leaving the foundation it has 
laid for the conservation of the fisheries and the upholding of the associ- 
ated canners to its more powerful successor. 

All the members of the Fraser River Canners’ Association will go into 
the new organization, and during the next ten days practically all the 
canners of the North who have not been members of the old Association 
will have signed the articles of agreement. Many of the canners now 
operating along the Northern British Columbia coast have for years been 
members of the Fraser River organization by reason of the fact that they 
also maintained canneries on the Fraser River. 

It is felt among the canners that an association embracing all the 
packers on the Coast will be better able to deal with affairs affecting the 
fishing business than could a body representing merely one section of the 
industry. Now that Canada and the United States have placed the regula- 
tion of fishing in waters contiguous to the boundary line in the hands of a 
commission which has great power, and the findings of which, when given 
effect by the respective governments, cannot be altered for five years, it is 
felt that the stronger the associated canners are the better will they be able 
to impress their demands on the commission.—/acific Fisherman. 


New Can Factory In The South. 


The new factory of the Tennessee Can Company, which is located at 
Chattanooga, Tenn., is another evidence of the rapid advance of the 
Sunny South. The main factory building covers a ground space of about 
7,000 square feet and is two and a half stories high. The company states 
that the equipment they have installed is of the latest and most improved 


canmaking machinery and appliances, and with their large output and 
good shipping facilities, they are prepared to take care of a large volume 
of business the coming season. 

The new company is a corporation and is chartered under the laws of 
Tennessee. The officers are J. Z. Schultz, formerly cashier of the Bank 
of Buchanan, Va., president and general manager, and F. B. Schultz, of 
Chattanooga, secretary-treasurer. 

Chattanooga is most centrally located to the Southern territory and is 
easily accessible to all points in that section. The promoters of the new 
plant made a good selection as to location of their enterprise. 


Ketchup Order Countermanded. 


According to what looks like good authority, an effort to have 
Dr. Wiley dismissed because of his ‘‘pernicious activity’’ is being discussed 
in the gossip of the ketchup and pickle trade. As thestory runs, Dr. Wiley 
entered one of the big Washington hotels and, in the course of his lunch, 
ordered ketchup. A brand was brought him preserved with benzoate of 
soda. 

‘‘Take it away,’’ the Doctor is reported to have said. ‘‘Don’t you 
know that that contains poison, I’m astonished that you should serve 
such stuff at this hotel.’’ 

The story adds that the head waiter came up and the Doctor repeated 
his statements to him. On the strength of the statement, the hotel manager 
sent word out to a large Washington jobbing house which was supplying 
him and countermanded an order for 100 cases. 

Whether or not the story is true, it is certain that it reached the manu- 
facturer of the ketchup, one of the largest houses in the trade, and he took 
it up with the President, demanding that Dr. Wiley be dismissed because 
of his attack on a legitimate manufacturer. But the President refused to 
“fire’’ the Doctor, on the ground that the story was not sufficiently definite.

Dear Sirs.—In your issue of December 25th, ‘‘ Wrangler,’’ of Chicago, 
has an article headed ‘‘ Not For Lye Hominy,’ a not very close reading of 
which, we fear, will create the impression that he condemns the use of 
sanitary enamel-lined cans for hominy, which is not the case at all.

He evidently did not discover 
this condition in the sanitary enamel-lined can, for he says, ‘‘ The sani- 
tary enamel-lined can seemed to have ‘made good,’ but the enamel-lined 
capped cans seemed to have gone wrong.”’

Will Eat Sulphur to Prove It Good. 


California ‘‘Health Squad’’ to Show Dried Fruit is Healthful. 


Experiments to demonstrate beyond any doubt whether sulphur diox- 
ide, as used at present in the State in the preparation of dried fruit, is 
harmful to the human system, have been inaugurated by San Francisco 
medical men and chemists as a result of the long-standing controversy 
between the pure food authorities at Washington and the dried fruit packers 
of California. 

It is proposed to use his own familiar weapons against Dr. Wiley, 
Chief of the Bureau of Chemistry of the Department of Agriculture, but 
instead of a ‘‘poison squad,’’ Dr. Atkins calls the dozen men who have 
commenced eating sulphured dried fruit under his direction the ‘‘health 
squad.”’ 

The sulphured fruit will be served to the men composing the ‘‘health 
squad’’ but once a day—the daily luncheon. Daily reports, including a 
list of the variety and quantity of food eaten, will be made. The experi- 
ments do not contemplate changing the ordinary routine of the men, nor 
will any attempt be made to depart from the customary methods of the 
housewife in preparing dried fruit for the table. 

Dr. Atkins contends that clinical experiments such as he proposes are 
of greater value in arriving at the truth of the matter than the laboratory 
experiments conducted by Dr. Wiley.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


son The year 1908, with all its trials and tribulations, with its 
joys and pleasures, its profits and losses has passed into eternity. 


It will be ever remembered as a year of the unexpected, at 
least in.relation to canned goods; the year of great flouds and 
continuous rains, and of great heat and protracted drouths. 


The year that held out the most flattering prospects for all 
fruits and vegetables when the early Spring began to bud, but 
which as time wore on and the year became older, turned out to 
be empty promises, and dismal failures, or at best but partial 
successes were the rule. 


Strawberries, as the first fruit, bid fair to be a record break- 
ing crop in almost every section ; actual results show that it was 
more or less of a failure in every section. There were excep- 
tional spots where this was not true, but we speak broadly of 
the country as a whole. 


Other small fruits followed pretty close example to straw- 
berries. But here again is seen the distinguishing peculiarity of 
the year: cherries, the most perishable crop of them all, and 
which always has difficulty in coming through, was a splendid 
crop of excellent quality this past season. 


Peas were not slighted in this surprise party tendered by 
Father Time, so that sections where the early crops appeared 
best yielded but very poorly in the cans; and other sections 
where the acreage was cut short found that while they got a 


very quick short yield, got a good one nevertheless. In some 
cases a two weeks or a month’s job was crowded into six days 
hard work, but when the totals were made it was found the 
pack compared very. favorably with other years, in some 
instances varying only a few dozen cases. 

Other sections where much was expected, reaped a 
disappointment. 


Pineapples, which were generally considered by all well- 
informed parties as indicating a smail crop before the season 
opened, proved to be a very good crop of very fine fruit. This 
condition does not pertain to any one locality, but applies to 
every section handling this delicious fruit. Singapore and 
Hawaii seem to have had their banner year, and the Bahamas 
gave better than was expected. 


String beans met with the same varying conditions, and 
sections where large crops were counted on fell short of the 
expectations and were counterbalanced by other sections coming 
out ahead of their calculations. Lima beans, however, proved 
a short crop on expectations and realizations, and so may be 
written down as the primal exception. 


And through and above all these reports and expectations 
towers the fact that the peach-killer never had a chance to rattle 
his bones, or to emit his groans of a crop killed from any cause. 
It is understood that this phantom is peculiar to the early 
months of the year, to the time of the weird winds of March 
and the fickleness of April, but while those two months were 
not lacking in their accustomed peculiarities, the ‘‘peach-killer’’ 
was not born this year of 1908, 

On the contrary, everyone looked for a bumper crop of fine 
fruit, and yet from this viewpoint, as we look back on the year’s 
production in every section, these expectations were not ful- 
filled. We did have a better crop of peaches in 1908 than for 
many years, but it seemed to ripen too rapidly, to come upon 
the market too quickly to b: handled, and as a result there was 
no large pack of peaches made, aud of what was made the 
majority went into pie stock. 


And now we arrive at the Kings of the Industry—corn and 
tomatoes. Of corn, as all know, it was decided to cut down the 
acreage somewhat this year, and many did so; others were 
forced to do so without any such previous resolution, being com- 
pelled by Dame Nature. In this it was expected the pack 
would be short, and the expectation was fully realized. But 
the history of the year’s pack is not without the dominant 
peculiarities of the year. We could name several sections of 
considerable packing in the corn line, where expected small 
crops materialized into quite large productions—sections that 
beat their usual records in this article—and none were more 
surprised than the packers themselves. Still other sections, 
where the crop bid fair to give an average yield in the cans, 
were found to be far short of the average when the count was 
made. 

But taken all in all, the corn pack was the heaviest sufferer 
in the list, and the holders of it, and the jobbers too, realize this, 
and rightly expect more money for their goods. 


Tomatoes suffered in the same way as corn, but there are 
fewer spots where the yield of canned tomatoes exceeded previ- 
ous years, than is the case with corn. But the average yield on 
this article was better than that of corn, and as a consequence, 
we find that the pack of tomatoes, while considerably reduced 
from last year, for instance, is now proportionately as greatly 
reduced as iscorn. Though this is at present a mooted question, 
and it may be found that the two have kept pretty close pace, 
one with the other. But what is certain is that the curtailment 
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in the pack was sufficient to cause a considerable advance in the 
prices of the goods under normal conditions, and the fact that 
retailers and jobbers are, generally speaking, cleaned out of all 
holdings, makes this article most attractive, and decidedly in 
line for advancing prices. 

And when the entire year is summed up, is it to be written 
down as one of hardship upon the canners and others connected 
with the industry? Or should we not rather consider it a most 
fortunate year, that all crops and packs were reduced in face of 
the depressed industrial conditions, and the falling off of con- 
sumption ? 

The new departure on the part of the jobbers to touch 
‘*futures’’ but very lightly should redound to the benefit of the 
canners, if conditions, as we are promised, improve, and con- 
sumption revives. Then all advances in prices will be a gain for 
the canner, and this is the first time this condition has obtained 
in many years. 

Certainly then the canned goods packers may write them- 
selves down as lucky in the year 1908, and have every reason to 
look forward to the year 1909, which we have just entered, as 
bright with good prospects. 

To one and all we wish health and happiness in this New 
Year, and may it be a prosperous one for you. 


CALIFORNIA MARKET. 


[DELAYED. ] 


SAN Francisco, Dec. 19, 1908. 
With the proposed increase in eastbound freight rates, only 
a matter of a few days in the immediate future local manufac- 
turers and shippers are making every effort to induce the rail- 
roads to consider the matter in a different light. Joint meetings 
are being held between the shipping interests and representa- 


tives of the roads, but it is acknowledged that no understand- 
ing on the question has been reached. The canned fruit inter- 
ests are especially active, and the fight that was opened by the 
Canners’ League, C. H. Bentley, of the California Fruit Can- 
ners’ Association, and Joseph Durney, of the Griffith-Durney 
Company, has now been taken up by others interested in the 
industry, and dozens of protests against the proposed increase 
have been filed. Walter W. Field, who represents canners of 
the interior valleys of the State not belonging to the Associa- 
tion filed a protest, arguing along the same lines as Mr. Bentley 
had done previously. Mr. Field further asserted that eight can- 
neries operating in this State lost $150,000 this season on account 
of the minimum amounts of shipments that the railroads would 
take, the minimum quantities having been raised this year. 
The railroad men have received these protests and have prom- 
ised to consider them and forward recommendations to their 
connections. Shippers are at a loss to see why the Southern 
Pacific and the Santa Fe have to be bound by the advice of 
their connections unless they intend to pass the blame, if it is 


finally decided to enforce the increased rates without change. 
The Merchants Exchange traffic bureau and the California 


Traffic Association have received information to the effect that 
hundreds of letters are pouring in upon the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, protesting against the increase in overland 
rates and those in other sections of the country. They also 
have advices that if the railroads do not give relief it is 
extremely probable that some concerted action will be taken 
before the commission to make out a case showing that the 
increase is arbitrary and unjustifiable, and the result of an 
unlawful combination. Failing in this it is the general belief 
that the only remedy lies in an appeal toCongress. The canned 
goods men on the Coast who made preparations to ship as much 
of their product by water as possible upon learning of the pro- 
posed increase in rates were rather dumfounded to discover that

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the largest steamship companies engaged in the trade had also 
made an increase proportionate to that made by the railroads. 
This is particularly true of the American-Hawaiian steamship 
line, and others have since then made the same announcement. 

From many of the independent canners is coming the news 
that they are practically cleaned up on this year’s pack of fruits, 
and several of them will see the year go out without anything 
to speak of on hand to carry over. Stocks are now badly 
broken, and when the spring demand sets in it is anticipated 
that there will be a general advance in price, especially now 
that some of the smaller packers are out of the field. 

Within the past few days reports have been received from 
all the canners who operated in Alaska this season with the 
exception of two whose output was so small that they could be 
estimated accurately. The following table shows the pack of 
the different varieties in the various sizes for the present season, 
and the two previous ones for a matter of comparison :

Of the 1908 pack, 50,000 cases, practically all Pink, shipped 


on the ‘‘Star of Bengal,’’ and about 40,000 cases, principally 
Red, shipped on the ‘‘Lucile,’’ were lost at sea on the coast of 
Alaska. From the accompanying figures it can be seen that 
the pack of 1908 amounts to considerable more than the pack 
of the two previous years, but even with this increase there is a 
great scarcity of the best grades like Alaska Red and Alaska 
King. ‘The market is almost bare of King fish, and outside of 
limited holdings of No. 1 and No. % flats and small quantities 
of No. 1 talls, the market on red fish is cleaned up. What is 
left in tall cans is held in most cases at $1.20, and in No. 1 flat 
cans at $1.35. The largest holdings in Alaska fish in first hands 
are Pinks and Chums, and these are firmly held at 6734c. and 
65c. respectively. 


The Johnson-Locke Mercantile Co. of this city has been 
filling some large orders for the government of late for evapo- 
rated milk, and when the next transport leaves almost 3,000 
cases will be taken. The brands furnished are all Pacific Coast 
products. 


The sardine cannery at San Pedro has been opened for the 
winter fishing season, and is now well occupied, the run of fish 
being heavy there. The sardines taken here are said to more 
closely resemble the European sardine than any other species of 
the fish found in American waters. 


Milton E. Getz, of the firm of Getz Bros., has just returned 
from an extended visit in the East, where he went to promote 
the sales of Getz-best brand of canned fruits. 

The asparagus crop in the Sacramento Valley gives prom- 
ise of being very heavy next spring as the old fields are looking 
well and several new ones will be cut for the first time. Can- 
ners are now arranging for cans, and if present indications are 
fulfilled the pack will be fully 25 percent. heavier than it was 
last season. ‘The Bouldin Island output is expected to make a 
large increase. BERKELEY.
